ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 
28.—Out- 


ward and visible signs are abundant 
that something big la on the tapis. 
The day previous to the arrival of 
President Roosevelt and other nota- 
bles who are to attend the dedication 
of the Louisiana- Purchase Exposition 
has been a busy one In'many quar- 
ters. The Immense tract where the 
great white buildings of the World's 
Fair are rapidly nearlng completion 
was naturally the chief scene of activ- 
ity. A veritable army of workmen is 
engaged in putting things in spick 
and span shape 89 that the hundreds 
of thousands of visitors the latter part 
of this week may gain a favorable idea 
of the magnitude of the coming expo- 
sition and of the efforts of the Mound 
City is making to insure the success 
of the enterprise. 
A surprise is In 


store for those visitors 
who have 


gained an Impression that, owing to 
the opening being a year off, little ac- 
tual building has been done. 


Of course the exposition as a whole 


is In a very incompleted state, but a 
few buildings are actually finished and 
when the thousands assemble Thurs- 
day at the Palace of Liberal Arts they 
will see on all sides the great struc- 
tures sufficiently ad-anced 
to show 


what they Will look like when 
fin- 


ished. Just at present, however, the 
workmen are mostly engaged In re- 
moving debris and rubbing off 
the 


rough edges of the picture so that a 
pleasing view of the grounds may be 
be obtained. President Roosevelt and 
the ambassadors of foreign nations 
will ride in the dedication parade over 
asphalt drives and pass between the 
finished facades of six mammoth struc- 
tures.

THE SUGAR MONOPOLY. 


T 


HE most extreme protective newspapers 
In 
the 


United States are greatly wrought up If v,e may 


judge by their tone, over the exactions of the Sugar Trust, 
and \ery properly so for it is one of the most unconscion- 
able monopolies In the I'nited States. 
The San Fran- 


cisco Chronicle sa>s that we shall never be free from 
the sugar monopol> until the country is filled with beet 
sugar factories, and our anti-trust laws are made to sup- 
press unfair competition 
This statement opens ap a very 


large subject for discussion 
It will hardly be denied that 


a great de\elopment of the beet sugar industry would 
ten to break the monopoly, provided always that those 
engaged in beet sugar production do not themselves be- 


>me a part of the monopol> 


But thus far while there has been a healthy growth of 


;et sugar production, it must be admitted that the in- 
•ease has not been upon a scale to Indicate that It will 
;ry soon become a factor in breaking the sugar monopoly. 


Beet sugar has been given the same protection as ha* 
been accorded to other sugars and Us growth and man- 
ufacture have been encouraged for a very considerable 
length of time. Still, beet sugar of home production con- 
stitutes but an exceedingly small percentage of our con- 
sumption. At the present rate of Increase many years 
rmiMt elapse before it wilj have all appreciable effect.in 
reducing the price of this great staple—assuming, always, 
that the beet sugar manufacturers will not, themselves. 


adopt monopolistic method* Of OOMTM, thla !•••, broad 
assumption, for we have no r4a*on to cuppose that beet 
sugar manufacturers are or will be any less •elflah than 
those engaged in refining cane sugar. All of them are 
reaching out for the largest measure of profit, and they 
are perfectly willing to receive tribute from every break- 
fast table in the United States. 


We may grant for the sake of argument that it is de- 


sirable that the beet sugar industry in this country should 
thrive. But so should all others. If it is just to pay 
tribute to one it is equally just to pay tribute to all, and 
if each industry contributes by taxation 16 the support 
of every other. It is difficult to see where anything of value 
is gained for the people as a whole 


The trouble with the high protectionist is that he 


seems Incapable of appreciating the fact that there is 
any remedy for an unfa\orable business situation apart 
from his pet theory. Clearly the duty on refined sugar 
adds enormously to the profits of the Sugar Trust, but 
the Chronicle while bewailing the extortions of the Trust 
is peifectly willing that this duty shall be retained, and 
the robbery go on year after year in the bare hope that 
sometime in the sweet bye and bye, the monopoly may 
be broken by th erection of beet sugar factories all over 
the Hnd 
So it may. but the hopo is hardly justified by 


our experience on other lines of industry built up by tar- 
iff protection, and, at the best, the present generation 
will h irdl> live to share in the relief thus to be obtained.

spiracy was all on the side opposed to Goejbel and Tay- 
lor is the man who was expected to be the chief bene-

All of Tavloi s actions at the time were indicative of 


f. uilt 
Not onl> did he undertake to pardon those impli- 


i ated with scaicely the formalitj of a hearing, but he at- 
tempted to maintain his authority by military power, and 
failing in thit bet ause the officers of the State Mlliia 
would not obev him, he fled fro mthe scone of danger and 
took refuge in Indian i 
His alleged reason for thus be- 


i onnn? a fugitive from justice was that the coutts of Ken- 
tui ky were so constituted that he could not expect fair 
treatment at their hands. Any other criminal could have 
sud as much and excused h's flight in the same way. 


But there was not then and is not now a shadow of ev- 


ulfiice to support thf plea that the judicial tribunals of 
Kentucky cannot be relied upon to mete out justice to all 
involved in this tragedy 
Jim Howard, the man accused 


b> Youtsey of firing the fatal shot, is novV on trial for a 
second time, his first conviction having been set aside by 
tho Supreme Court, upon some of those technicalities 
which frequently save murdeters from the gallows. This 
proves conclusive!} that the highest court of Kentucky 
w is in no w ise inclined to strain points against those 
accused in this great political crime, and it stands as a 
si uhing lebuke to those partisan governors of other 
states who lefused to suirendei Taylor upon requisition, 
giving as their reason that he could not receive a fait trial 
in Kentuckj 
Obviously this is something which they 


lould not possibly know to be the truth, and it was their 
sworn duty to give due faith and credit to the judicial 
pioceedings of the courts o7 a sister state 


Taken as a whole the murder of Goebel, manifestly a 


politic il assassination, and the subsequent screaming of 
Ta>loi upon political grounds solely, constitute one of the 
d.ukest chapters in the political history of tie I nited 
States
